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UKIP: We’ll work with

WITH UKIP gaining seats in Southend a 
cross party alliance may have to come into 
action to run the administration. 

James Moyies, group leader for UKIP in 
Southend, said his party would work with 
‘anyone’ to form a coalition. 

“People are voting for us because we tell 
the truth,” he said. “The other parties say 
what people want to hear, rather than what 
they actually go on to do. We will work 
with anyone in the best interests of the 
borough.” 

Mr Moyies said if his party take control 
of the council they will make it their pri¬ 
ority to return the council to a committee 
based decision making authority. 

“Cabinets are not democratic,” he said. 
Another priority would be insisting that all 
grammar schools in Southend take the 
majority of their intake locally. 

Martin Terry, leader of the Independent 
Party said the UKIP votes reflects people’s 
concerns that the other large parties have 
not been listening to the electorate. 

He said: “The larger parties dismissed 
UKIP and it has back fired on them. 

“I don’t think the people that voted for 
UKIP are racist, I think they have general 
concerns about people coming over our 
borders with no means. 

“The housing list in Southend is already 
very long and it is about space if more and 
more people come in we just won’t be able 
to deal with it. 

“As a councillor I know we have to set 
budgets and set resources if more people 
come into the town we are not going to 
have the resources. 

“It really is an economic argument and 
about space. I was really disappointed 
with the way the big parties handled them¬ 
selves.” 

Mr Terry now believes that an alliance of 
parties will change the landscape of the 
council. 

He said: “There will have to be an 
alliance because the Tories don’t have 
enough seats to run the administration. 

“They have said they will work with 
some of the Independents. 

“I think it will be better for the town and 
that is the main aim making sure things 
are okay for the electorate.” 


Ex Tory council leader Nigel Holdcroft 
said he believed an alliance would be set 
up within the next week. 
He said: “I think the UKIP votes were 
quite predictable when you look at the 
national swing of things. 

“I think the votes have been made 
because people are concerned about immi¬ 


gration and Europe. 

“I basically think that the UKIP success 
is down to people wanting to show a vote 
against Westminster and go against the 
main political parties. 

“The Tories don’t have the majority any 
more so it will be interesting in the next 
few weeks to see what happens

Divers to excavate 
17th century ship 

AN emergency excavation of a 17th century ship off the coast 
of Southend is taking place before artefacts are lost forever. 

The London sank in the Thames Estuary in 1665 after myste¬ 
riously blowing up en route from Chatham, to The Hope, near 
Gravesend, in Kent. 

The ship was one of only three completed wooden Second 
Rate large ships that were built between 1642 and 1660 and is 
the only one that survived. 

Although it is now lying in two parts off of Southend it played 
a significant role in British history. 

It formed part of an English squadron sent in 1658 to collect 
Charles II and restore him to his throne in an effort to end the 
anarchy which followed the death of Oliver Cromwell. 

English Heritage’s maritime archaeologist Mark Dunkley said 
he was hoping to recover some rare and well preserved items 
that would provide a great insight into the English Navy during 
an unsettled time when Britain was emerging as a global power. 

He said: “While the hull of the ship will remain on the seabed 
for the foreseeable future, the recovery and display of vulnera¬ 
ble artefacts will aid our understanding of life on board ship in 
late 17th century and enable us to remove the wreck from our 
Heritage at Risk Register.” 

Over the next two years, English Heritage has commissioned 
Cotswold Archaeology to carry out an underwater excavation to 
find out how many artefacts have survived. 

Divers will dig three trenches in the bow of the wreck, 
designed to explore items in the hold, orlop deck where the 
anchor cables are, gun deck and store rooms. 

Based on test dives of the site items to be found could include 
shoes, buckets, pots, cooking utensils, ship fixtures and fittings 
and cannon balls. 

Steven Ellis, an experienced Thames Estuary diver who has 
been granted the Government licence to dive the wreck, work¬ 
ing with Cotswold Archaeology, explained that diving condi¬ 
tions are difficult with limited visibility. 

He said: “We are looking forward to bringing up some excit¬ 
ing finds.” 

Finds recovered from the site will be curated by Southend 
Museums Service and it will develop a community project to 
record the finds as well as a permanent display at the museum. 

A publication will also be produced about the wreck. 

Clare Hunt, curatorial manager at Southend Museum 
explained the wreck lies just off of Southend Pier. 

She said: “The wreck rema in s largely unknown. 

“It is part of our local as well as our national history and we’re 
inviting local people to get involved on recording the ships 
finds.” 

Thefacts: 

■ The ship was rediscovered in 2005 during works in 
advance of the London Gateway Port development in 
Tilbury. 

■ In October 2008 the ship was designated under the 
Protection of Wrecks Act (1973) and immediately placed 
on English Heritage’s Heritage at Risk register as its 
remains were being exposed by shifting sediment levels 
on the seabed.

A WILDLIFE expert has reas¬ 
sured Laindon residents after 
trees on Mandeville Way were 
completely covered in an eerie 
white substance. 

Dr Rod Cole, of the Basildon 
Natural History Society, 
revealed the phenomenon is the 
work of ‘harmless’ caterpillars, 
trying to shield themselves as 
they prepare to turn into moths. 

The creatures have spun a 
thick, protective silk barrier to 
shield them as they pupate. 

Dr Cole said that within a fort¬ 
night, the majority would have 
turned into moths and flown 
away. 

The spooky sight attracted 
attention from residents as the 
critters slowly covered the trees 
from top to bottom during the 
last month. 

Drivers have been seen pulling 
over to inspect the strange spec¬ 
tacle, while other residents have 
visited with cameras to docu¬ 
ment the ghostly scene. 

The silk has the appearance of 
thick cobwebs and dangles in 
strings from the trees’ branches. 

Dr Cole said the moths were 
known as bird-cherry ermines 
and were unlikely to spread 
because they feed almost exclu¬ 
sively on bird-cherry trees. 

He revealed Basildon Council 


had consulted the nature society, 
fearing the trees could be dam¬ 
aged, but had been told that 
there was nothing to worry 
about in the immediate future. 

Dr Cole explained: “These are 
not the dreaded brown tail cater¬ 
pillars, which in the past have 
induced local authority workers 
to spray them because their hairs 
are irritating. This is the bird- 
cherry ermine. It is a harmless 
micro-moth, but it has been 
exciting a lot of attention. 

“I wouldn’t panic too much. 
They’re harmless, except to the 
poor old trees, who have been 
totally dis-foliated. It would be 


quite a burden on the tree if it 
happened year-on-year but as a 
one off, it’s not too big an issue. 

“The silk is protective. They 
are susceptible to tiny parasites. 
The silk, which is incredibly 
tough, gives them a degree of 
protection in the early stages. As 
they get older and the parasites 
are no longer a threat, they bask 
in it. It’s a way of controlling 
their micro-climate. 

“They will pupate within a 
fortnight and fly. They will pose 
no threat to people’s carpets and 
jumpers and things because 
they’re a totally different 
species.”

BLENDED (12A, 117 mins) 


L IGHTNING doesn't strike thrice 
for Adam Sandler and Drew 
Barrymore in Blended. 

In 1998, the two stars fell in love to 
a soundtrack of Nena, Culture Club 
and The Thompson Twins in The 
Wedding Singer. 

Six years later, they turned on the 
charm in 50 First Dates. 

Now, Sandler and Barrymore try in 
vain to kindle the same irresistible 
spark in Frank Coraci's romantic 
comedy of mismatched single par¬ 
ents. 

Ivan Menchell and Clare Sera's 
script has a few nice moments of 
laughter and heart-warming senti¬ 
ment including some surprisingly 
moving discussions between a 
father and his children about grief 
and remembrance. 

Unfortunately, tenderness is offset 
by exaggerated physical comedy 
and cloying sentiment, which 
shamelessly manipulates our emo¬ 
tions to ensure every parent has 
tears glistening in their eyes as the 
end credits roll. 

The two screenwriters struggle to 
interweave a surfeit of gooey sub¬ 
plots around the central romance 


and consequently only have enough 
screen time to embellish supporting 
characters with a single discernible 
trait: the daughter who hides her 
femininity behind a pudding bowl 
haircut; the son nurturing an 
unhealthy obsession with his 
babysitter; the genial resort host 
who continually mispronounces a 
Greek surname. 

The majority of these gags barely 
walk, let alone run. 

Lauren Reynolds (Drew Barrymore) 
is a single mother with two sons, 
13-year-old Brendan (Braxton 
Beckham) and nine-year-old Tyler 
(Kyle Red Silverstein), who have 
been let down badly by her unreli¬ 
able ex-husband (Joel McHale). 

Single father Jim Friedman (Adam 
Sandler) lost his wife to cancer and 
is now primary care-giver to three 
daughters, 15-year-old Hilary (Bella 
Thorne), 12-year-old Espn (Emma 
Fuhrmann) and four-year-old Lou 
(Alyvia Alyn Lind). 

Fate conspires to throw Lauren 
and Jim together on a disastrous 
blind date. 

The parents vow never to see 
each other again and take their 
respective broods on a South 
African safari adventure. 


As luck would have it, they are 
forced to share the same family¬ 
sized suite. 

Battle lines are drawn between the 
dysfunctional Reynolds and 
Friedman clans but animosity mel¬ 
lows into unexpected attraction as 
Lauren and Jim realise they could 
be the missing pieces in each 
other's haphazard lives. 

Blended is a terrible title for a rom- 
com. 

Director Coraci, who helmed The 
Wedding Singer, is powerless to 
perform the same alchemy 16 years 
later and musical interludes courtesy 
of the African resort's singing host 
(Terry Crews) fall flat. 

Sandler and Barrymore catalyse 
screen chemistry which feels more 
like sibling affection than simmering 
passion, and their couple's first kiss 
looks awkward. 

Younger cast are more convincing 
in underwritten roles especially Bella 
Thorne, who transforms from 
tomboy into prom queen after a visit 
to the resort's spa in a scene remi¬ 
niscent of the 1999 teen romance 
She's All That. 

Alas, Blended isn't all that, not by 
a long shot.

Towers of strength 


G ET a glimpse of medieval 
splendour at one of Britain's 
most romantic and pic¬ 
turesque castles. 

Set in the heart of 1066 country 
in East Sussex, Bodiam Castle is a 
breathtaking sight to see, but don't 
be fooled by its exterior. 

While the massive fortress, sur¬ 
rounded by a vast and impressive 
moat, looks just as it would have 
done when it was built in the 14th 
century, much of the inside has long 
gone. But despite the fact there are 
no grand halls to explore, Bodiam 
still offers a chance to delve into 
medieval splendour, test your head 
for heights on spiral staircases and 
peer through windows through 
which arrows were once fired. 

Built by Sir Edward Dallingridge in 
1385, shortly after the Peasants' 
Revolt and during the Hundred 
Years' War, Bodiam is one of the 
most beautiful and inspiring 
medieval castles left in Britain today. 
While earlier castles were built for 
their defence purposes, Bodiam 
was constructed to not only offer a 
stern fortress but to also provide a 
comfortable mansion. 

While Sir Edward was given per¬ 
mission by King Richard II to fortify 
his existing mansion to defend the 
country and resist enemies, such 


as the French who had been 
attacking nearby ports, his castle 
was equally constructed as a sta¬ 
tus symbol and comfortable home. 

Although much of Bodiam's inte¬ 
rior was destroyed by parliamen¬ 
tarians during the English Civil War, 
there is still plenty to see amongst 
its ruins. Enough of the interior 
ruins survive to give an impression 
of what castle life would have been 
like and colourful characters, such 
as the miller's wife and forester, 
are on hand to share gruesome 
and surprising tales. 

The vast expanse of ruins inside 
allow you to see what is left of Sir 
Edward's kitchens, its great hall 
and servants' quarters, the Lord's 
apartments and its quest rooms 
with fireplaces and even en-suite 
toilets. 

Its exterior walls are so intact that 
there are complete areas of the 
castle to explore including its 
impressive gate - the castle's origi¬ 
nal wooden portcullis - which is an 
extremely rare example of its kind. 

Take a look at the murder holes in 
the roof of the main gatehouse and

the Postern Tower, through which 
soldiers would have dropped all 
kinds of horrible things onto those 
that dared attack them below. 

If you have a head for heights 
then you can clamber up the spiral 
staircases of three of its towers, 
two of which are connected with a 
one way system, where you climb 
up one staircase and walk across 
an interconnecting wall before 


climbing to the heights of the sec¬ 
ond, admiring the views and com¬ 
ing down again. 

The castle and its ruins are a 
great place to explore and an envi¬ 
ronment where children's imagina¬ 
tions can run riot, but if you would 
prefer to give the structure itself a 
miss then there is plenty of sur¬ 
rounding parkland to explore or 
enjoy a picnic. 


Traces of tenants' plots, which 
would have once made up a thriv¬ 
ing community around the castle, 
can be found around its grounds 
alongside traces of Sir Edward's 
impressive water features and the 
remains of a Second World War 
pillbox.

Q. We are currently looking to buy our first 
new home in 15 years or so, and would 
appreciate some guidance. 

A. First, a general point. With demand for 
property considerably out-stripping supply at 
the moment, you need to do everything you can 
to make your status as a buyer as attractive as 
possible. 

By that, I don’t just mean offering the most money - although that’s always a plus, 
of course, particularly at the moment! So, for example, if you are a cash buyer, then 
you are in the best-possible position, particularly if the vendor wants a quick sale. 
For the same reason, if you have another property to sell, then the first thing you 
need to do is put it on the market. As a buyer, it is always better to be either 
completely unencumbered, or at least well on the way to selling. Besides, this will 
also make it a lot easier to work out your available budget. 

Next, house-hunting. These days, the vast majority of people conduct their initial 
searches via the internet. Obviously, as a buyer, it’s the property that you’re 
interested in, above all - so if you find one online that really takes your fancy, then 
all well and good. Otherwise, you will need to register with estate agents in your 
chosen area. Doing this online is pretty straightforward. But remember, they’re not 
all the same. Even though you’re a buyer rather than a seller, you still want personal 
service and a good working relationship. 

Before registering, however, take the time to establish clearly in your own mind 
exactly what you’re looking for - and make sure you explain those requirements 
fully. 

When it comes to viewing properties, try to do so in the company of the agent, and 
always in daylight. Write a list of all the questions you want to ask the seller, and 
make your own notes afterwards, so you can review them at your leisure. Lastly, be 
patient. This is the biggest investment you will probably ever make - at least, until 
your next move! - so don’t rush. 

When you eventually find the property you want, make a formal offer through the 
agent. Assuming it’s accepted, then the rest ought to be relatively plain sailing. 
Nevertheless, it’s probably worth keeping your fingers crossed as well! 



Landlord Question 

I had a 12 month rental agreement on a property, after 3 months I could no longer afford the 
property as I was unable to find work there, I gave the landlord notice and agreed to pay the 
next two months of rent as the estate agent said that it would only take until then to find a new 
tenant because “this happens all the time” and told me not to worry. 2 months later I was then 
asked to make a further payment because they hadn’t been able to find replacement tenants 
but again “not to worry, it will be rented out again in the new year” in January the estate agent 
wrote to me saying I had to continue to pay until June as he could not find a new tenant, I 
explained that it was fiscally impossible for me to continue paying. I heard from a house mate 
of mine that the estate agent had found someone to replace me and she had moved to the 
property in at the start of march, I then received a letter today from the estate agent 
threatening court action if I didn’t pay for the months of January and April to August 2012, this 
is a total of 31 weeks equating to £2,635. Is there any advice you could give me before court 
proceedings as I can not afford this. 

Think Property Answer 

I am sorry to say that in law you are liable for the rental payment for the whole of the remaining 
term but until they find new tenants. As such as you have a contract you are liable for that 
period. However if they do find tenants during that period your obligation ceases. So while they 
can look for new tenants but if they cannot find any, you are responsible for the whole cost. I 
am sorry if this is not the answer you were looking for but based on what you have said, this is 


the legal position.

Drivers don’t want 
blanket 20mph limit 


DRIVERS are against the idea of a blanket 
20mph speed limit on urban roads. 

that’s the outcome of research by road 
safety charity the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists. 

It reveals that half of UK drivers dis¬ 
agree with the proposal 
with less than a third 
willing to embrace the 
idea and a fifth unde¬ 
cided. 

Male drivers are 
more likely to be 
against the idea than 
female. 

Some 55 per cent of 
young drivers were 
against 20mph zones 
as a speed limit for 
towns while 34 per 
cent of older drivers 
were in favour. 

However drivers are 
very supportive of 
lower speed limits out¬ 
side schools, with 94 
per cent of respon¬ 
dents agreeing that this 
would be a good idea. 

Areas with high num¬ 
bers of pedestrians 
such as parks, hospi¬ 
tals and shops were 
the next most popular 

and only eight per cent l_ __ 

of respondents opted 
for 20mph near cycle lanes. 

Using 20mph speed limit signs only to 
enforce lower limits was twice as popular

as physical traffic calming measures and 
three times more popular than the use of 
speed cameras. 

In fact only a fifth of drivers think enforcing 
20mph limits should be a police priority. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: 

“Drivers are not as negative 
about 20mph speed limits 
as many commentators 
would have us believe. 

“Those responding to 
our survey found it quite 
easy to stick to 20 and 
there is large scale sup¬ 
port for 20mph outside 
schools. 

“However, most drivers 
don’t want 30mph zones 
to be replaced with 
20mph in towns. Many 
drivers still need to be 
convinced it would be a 
benefit. 

“Re-education is also 
much more popular than 
prosecution. The total 
number of under 16s 
involved in accidents 
between school rush 
hours in the morning and 
afternoon is 6,106. 

“Good design and 
widespread consultation 
is the key to the suc¬ 
cessful use of 20mph 
zones as a road safety 
tool because limits that match the road 
environment enforce themselves,” he 
added.

Penalty shoot-out heartbreak for Slade’s team in play-off final

LEYTON ORIENT suffered penalty 
shoot-out heartbreak after throwing 
away a two-goal lead on Sunday. 

Moses Odubajo and Dean Cox had 
put the O's in the driving seat before 
the break. But, Alex Revell came 
back to haunt his old club for the 
second time this season and hit a 
second-half double. 

This winner-takes-all clash ended 
with Orient missing their last two 
spot kicks and Rotherham return to 
the second tier after a nine-year 
absence. 

The O's had to withstand heavy 
early Millers' pressure with Jamie 
Jones the busiest of the two keepers 
and did well to block long range 
efforts from Lee Frecklington and 
Kieron Agard. 

With Odubajo well shepherded by 
Joe Skarz, the O's main threat was 
largely being nullified until the 35th 
minute when Craig Morgan tugged 
Kevin Lisbie's shirt and was cau¬ 
tioned. 

From Cox's free-kick, Odubajo 
opened the scoring with a finish fit 
for a Wembley final with a sweet, 
25-yard half-volley that beat a flat- 
footed Adam Collin down the centre 
of his goal. 

Orient were almost in dreamland 
four minutes later when Cox dou¬ 
bled his side's lead with a simple 
tap-in after Odubajo had passed the 
ball into the danger zone. 

But, the Millers weren't finished as 
star man Ben Pringle served warn¬ 


ing with a fine dipping drive that 
skimmed the top of the Orient goal 
in time added-on. 

Orient went for broke straight after 
the restart, but Lisbie and Mooney 
were unable to finish from good 
positions. 

Cue the expected Rotherham fight 
back and they got their reward after 
a succession of lofted Pringle free- 
kicks, when his 55th minute set- 
piece forced Jamie Jones into a poor 
punch out and Revell reduced the 
arrears with a simple pass into an 
empty net. 

The Millers fight back mirrored 
the O's first-half display as Revell 
equalized within four minutes with a 
ridiculously dipping, long range 
effort after Pringle had won posses¬ 
sion on the half way line. Jones 
again was left red-faced as he was 
too far off his line and the ball 
bounced high into the empty net. 

A shell-shocked Orient at least 
managed to steady the ship and 
looked the more dangerous after the 
introduction of subs, Chris Dagnall 
and Shaun Batt. 

Predictably, the game went to extra¬ 
time and with nothing to choose 
between either side, this cliffhanger 
went to penalties. Despite hitting 
home their first three spot kicks, 
Mathieu Baudry and Dagnall both 
missed to leave the 20,000-strong 
Orient faithful stunned. 

A reflective Orient boss, Russell 
Slade said: “It's very tough on our 
players. They were a little fortunate 
with their first goal as our keeper 
has pushed it onto one of our own 
players. But, they gave everything 
for the cause and I am very proud of 
my players.” 

Baudry admitted: "Everyone is
